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THE PREMIER’S VACATION, 
AN eminent poet and laborious student who passed away some 
years since was accustomed to give himself what he called rest 
simply by changing the subjects of his literary research, When 
jaded with metaphysics he turned to history, and when his facul- 
ties dimmed over its pages he stimulated and refreshed them by 
copious draughts of poetic lore ; but, as the story goes, it never 
occurred to him to allow his mind or his memory to lie fallow for 
aseason, It is true that he has been convicted of his mistake by 
his having drifted.into the state which has been described by that 
phrase in which Johnsen described the last days of Swift, and 
no one is desirous of holding him up as an example, Setting 
aside a certain morbidity of temperament which must have 
underlain the mental organisation of the poet to whom we 
allude, and recollecting that in his case the nature of his 
habits indisposed, if they did not entirely preclude, him 
from physical exertion, he may be taken to be a type of 
many a man in this busy, work-a-day life of ours, A very 
cursory perusal of the journals for the last two months will give 





us @ special example of the sort. of activity which characterises 
many of our public men, but which is developed in the highest 
degree in him whose rank in the service of the country places 
him at the head of our social and governmental system, and who 
seems to think it necessary to do all he can to vindicate his per- 
sonal claims to the position he holds, Relieved from the toils 
of Parliament, and perhaps the turmoils of Cabinet Councils, 
Lord Palmerston has vigorously taken up another kind of 
employment at a time when he might reasonably be expected to 
subside into a couple of months, at least, of well-earned leisure. 
Tt appears to be his idea of enjoying his vacation that he should 
go through tours of inspection of men and things, and to give 
as much opportunity as possible to the British public for ascer- 
taining by personal knowledge what manner of man he is 
who, as the Prime Minister of England, is held in such 
popular esteem, To go back no further, last autumn he 
made what may be called a progress in the north of Eng- 
land, and did as much of the work which is peculiar to his 
position as could well be crowded into the space of time which 





was occupied by that which to him was a pleasant excursion, 
This year, however, he seems to have been multiplying 
himself ;—to have acquired a temporary ubiquity, His appear- 
ances have been as numerous and as rapid as those of Ariel 
in the storm-beaten ship of the King. In the first place, 
having accepted the post of Lord Warden of the Cinque 
Ports, and having discovered that hitherto there was 
nothing for that functionary to do, he fell back upon tradition, 
and, inculcating the necessity of adhering to prescription, he 
revived in his own favour the lapsed duties of the office, and, 
having set the ball rolling by means of a solemn and effective 
inaugurating ceremonial, he was to be found presiding as chair- 
man of the meetings of a board which seemed to smack a good deal 
of a vestry, and adjudicating on points which might easily have 
been disposed of by the smallest attorney that ever enjoyed the 
mild importance which attaches to a clerk of justices in pretty 
sessions assembled, Then, day after day, we hear of his attending 
the inspection of volunteer corps, putting in an apt word or two 
of encouragement, seasoned with morsels of practical advice, 
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Next he is heard of carefully examining the first of the new iron- 
clad navy of England; andstraightway we findhim picking his way 
with sharp if not technically critical eye among the works of those 
fortifications which he has declared to be necessary for the 
security of the country, in the invincibility of which no man more 
thoroughly and religiously believes than himself. His latest, 
and most probably by no means his last, appearance during the 
Parliamentary recess has been at Southampton, when, in his 
mixed character of country neighbour and chief Minister of State, 
he undertook a duty ‘which need not absolutely have demanded 
the services of any one beyond the rank of a local fanctionary, 
such as a Mayor or a Lord Lieutenant, or a member for a county 
or borough, Nevertheless, there he was, dealing with a matter 
which has arisen and fallen into his way in an offhand yet 
practical fashion, exhibiting that adroitness and versatility 
which in him take the place of inspiration, 

It isa great desideratum in oratory that a speaker should make 
at least one point remarkable for novelty in itself, or for 
the resetting of old ideas in a novel shape, As a rale, 
Lord Palmerston never makes a speech, certainly never on 
any special and predetermined occasion, in which he does 
not say something which is caught up at once and re- 
membered. Sayings of his uttered years and years ago have 
neached to the dignity of apothegms, some of them well worthy 
of traditionary preservation ; others, perhaps, which he would 
be glad to have forgotten, but which, from their point and adap- 
tation to the matter to which they were applied, though the 
judicious shake their heads at them, are yet household words with 
those who cherish a witticism without caring toinquire toocuriously 
into the morality of its expression, This time, having to deliver 
an address to the successful competitors for the prizes awarded to 
the last Oxford middle-class examinations, he gave us one of the 
best examples of his powers as a tactical and practical speaker, 
Admitting to the full the principle of competitive examinations, 
he took a broad and useful view of the whole subject, touching 
on its salient points with so sure, yet at the same time so light 
and apparently careless, a hand that the happy result which 
followed seemed due rather to accident than to art or effort, In 
his character of a patron of the system his object was to vin- 
dicate competitive examinations from the objections which have 
been made against them, and, if possible, to settle at least one 
of the vexed questions by which they are still surrounded. 
And here his peculiar faculty came especially into play. This 
was the opportunity for creating a phrase, or enunciating an 
opinion, which would run like wildfire through the country, and 
in its rapid course sweep away a whole wilderness of doubts and 
objections, Seizing on the word “ cramming,” which has been the 
battle-horse of the opponents of the competitive system, he 
embalmed it in afew sentences of such point and pith as these :— 
“‘ Some people say that competitive examinations lead to a system 
of cramming ; and it is often the case that when men seize upon 
a word they imagine that word to be an argument, and they go 
about repeating it, thinking they have arrived at some great and 
irresistible conclusion, When they say ‘cramming’ they think 
they have utterly discredited the system to which they apply 
that word ; but these men imagine that the human mind is like 
a bottle, and that when you have filled it with anything you 
can pour that out, and it remains empty as it was before, That, 
however, is not the nature of the human mind, A boy 
who is crammed, as it is said, has, in point of fact, learnt 
a great deal, and that learning has accomplished two objects. 
First of all, the faculties of his mind are exercised ia 
being crammed ; and in the next place, there remains in his mind 
a great portion of the knowledge so acquired which forms the 
basis probably of future attainments in different branches of 
human knowledge.” Now, not to speak it profanely, few persons 
are better able to speak of the advantages, if any, of “ cram- 
ming” than a statesman and perpetual holder of office of some 
fifty years’ standing. He can remember well, if he did not 
exactly witness, some of the results of that operation in the case 
of the “heaven-born” Minister who, ignorant of a question 
to-day, would be an unimpeachable master of it this day week ; 
and no one can know better than Lord Palmerston how, 
say, a country gentleman of moderate abilities and no ex- 
perience but of quarter sessions, suddenly finding himself First 
Lord of the Admiralty, sits down before a regular official and 
receives his main and general allowance of “ cramming,” which, 
however, does not prevent the necessity of a daily dose of that 
sustentation to be used pro ve natd, as the doctors say. 
Taking, therefore, his Lordship’s doctrine with such qualifica- 
tions as necessarily belong to its enunciation, by one who is in 
some sort a dealer in that which he defends, it is undoubted that 
he has given a very decided buffet to a somewhat priggish and 
certainly much over-strained objection to the system of com- 
petitive examinations, and so far has done a service to that 
system which is in a manner establishe among us. 

Perhaps more happy, while equally pregnant, was the mode in 
which the Premier dealt with another objection to the system of 
middle-class examinations, and which is, that they tend to teach 
young men things which will be of no use to them in their im- 
mediate career, and that they tend to create in the students mere 
vanity and conceit, The argument used was as ingenious as 
it was true, and the illustrations were apt and pointed. If this 
objection means anything at all, it means that certain faculties 
of the mind which were to be called into immediate use in the 
vocation in life of the student were also to be exercised, that 
their general powers of mind were to be left dormant, if not 
stifled, with a result which can only be characterised as stolidity 
and ignorance. The wider and more efficient training of the 
new system aims at rousing and at the same time disciplining 
the powers of the youthful mind, and, while it makes the aspirant 
master of one at least, or it may betwo, branches of knowledge, it. 
to use the words of Lord Palmerston, “ sharpens the wits, infuses 
general knowledge into the mind, and sets a youngman thinking ; 
and, instead of merely crowding his memory with facts, it gives 
him that habit of thonght and that cuetom of exercising his in- 





tellect in a great variety of subjects which make him a better and 
a more able man in the particular profession which he intends to 
pursue,” This is, in fact, the answer to an objection which is by 
no means novel, inasmuch as it was used as an old-world obstacle 
to any system of popular education at all, The cry was that the 
diffusion of instruction implied social disorganisation, inasmuch 
as it tended to nullify the system of classes by rendering those in 
lower stations restless, dissatisfied, and (in this word lies the 
whole secret) unmanageable, Time and experience have given 
the lie to these predictions, and the deliberate opinion of one 
who from the highest coign of vantage has witnessed the opera- 
tion of both systems is now pronounced in favour of the later 
and better state of things. 

It may be that the activity and energy which Lord Palmerston 
has exhibited to the public eye in the last few weeks are only 
a part of those labours in the public service to which he is 
known assiduously to devote himself, but it seems to us that his 
public appearances, when they take such a tone as that at 
Southampton, are not among the least important of those 
services, A distinguished colieague of the noble Lord has just 
said of him that all the disparagements of and strictures which 
have been made upon him on the continent of Europe resolved 
themselves into this—that he is too susceptible with regard to 
the interests of his country. Being interpreted, this means that 
Lord Palmerston is heart and soul an Englishman—that his one 
object as a statesman and as a man is to preserve unimpaired 
the interests and the weal of England. This is the secret of his 
personal influence, and this is the impulse which bids him, while 
others are enjoying what may be called their natural rest, move 
from place to place, inquiring and seeing for himself, stimu- 
lating efforts for social improvement, and by his active example 
encouraging those who are engaged in the stern battle of life ; 
and England may well boast that it is thus that the Premier 
spends his vacation, 








FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 
FRANCE, 

The King of Holland arrived at Compiegne on Saturday evening 
last, and was received by the Emperor at the terminus. The Empress 
awaited their Majesties at the foot of the grand staircase, Oa Tuesday 
the Emperor and the King arrived in Paris, and on Wednesday their 
Majesties hunted at Versailles, 

The Prince and Princess Napoleon arrived at Brest on the 7th inst. 
from America, having touched on their return at St. John’s, Newfound- 
land. The voy: trom Boston to Newfoundland was accomplished 
in three days, and from Newfoundland to Brest in six days and a half. 
The Prince and Princess have gone to Compiégne. 

The dispatch of a French squadron to the Gulf of Mexico was 
officially announced yesterday week by the -Vonifeur, which published 
the appointment of Admiral Jurien de Lagravitre to the command of 
the squadron, and likewise the nominations of Captains to five of the 
vessels which are to form part of the expedition. 

A letter printed in Paris purporting to be from Napoleon III. to the 
King of Prussia, after the Baden interview, is repudiated, Both the 
Prussian Gazette and the Moniteur wee its genuineness, 

The Monitewr announced on Wednesday that, in consequence of the 
tumours lately caused by the appearance of certain pamphlets, the 
Emperor Napoleon’s Government will “take into consideration the 
adoption of measures against the publication of anonymous pamphlets.” 

The France Centrale of Blois has received a first warning. 

The price of bread in Paris is now reduced to 49 centimes the 
kilogramme. 

All cargoes of grain, flour, rice, potatoes, and dry vegetables are 
exempted until September, 1862, from iaterior navigation dues collected 
for the State on rivers or canals not conceded to public companies, 
Foreign vessels will enjoy the same privileges as French ships, 

It is stated that the Chambers of Commerce of Lyons, Rouen, Mal- 
house, and other manufacturing places in France, the trade of which 
with the United States has been prostrated by the civil war, have 
addressed memorials to the Imperial Government urging an immediate 
recognition of the Confederate States and the raising of the blockade. 

A terrible calamity is reported from France, department of the 
Gard.

THE CORONATION FESTIVITIES, 

The ceremonials connected with the coronation commenced on 
a with the entrance of the King and Queen into Kinigsberg. 
Their Majesties arrived at the gates of Kénigsberg at twelve Sclock, 
where they were received 3 the Royal Princes, the Senne, the 
nana 2" and the civic authorities, The King was on horseback, 

d by the Princes of the Royal honse ; the Queen rode in a 
State carriage drawn by eight horses. Their Majesties were cheered b 
the crowds on their way through the streets, Their passage throug 
the Brandenburg-gate was announced by a discharge of cannon 
and the ringing of bells. The procession proceeded through the lines 
formed by the corporations, guilds, and compauies, the people con- 
tinually cheering, and the crowds being everywhere very great. All 
the honses were richly decorated and were filled with tors to the 
roofs. At the castle their Majesties were received by Princesses of 
the Royal house and the body of the officers and clergy. The number 
of strangers who have arrived in the city is enormous, After his 
solemn entry, the King received the civil and military authorities at the 
Royal castle, expressing to them his thanks, and te ling them that he 
‘was full of confidence in the future development of all interests under 
the free action of all classes of the le.” In the evening their 
Majesties and the whole Court visited the theatre, where they met with 
an enthusiastic reception. At nine pm. the whole of the military 
bands and drummers traversed the city playing simultaneously. The 
city was splendidly illuminated, and the streets were thronged with 
great crowds until midnight 

The proceedings throughout the week have taken place, with slight 
exceptions, according to the published programme. We hope to be able

KONIGSBERG, 

This city, in which the coronation of the King and Queen of Prussia 
took place yesterday, and of which we give an Eagraving on the pre- 
ceding page, was once the capital of Russia Proper, and long the residence 
of the Electors of Brandenburg, It still ranks as third city in the 
Prussian dominions in extent of population, having more than 80,000 
inhabitants, Kinigsberg has been strongly refortified on the plan of 
detached forts, 

Murray’s “ Handbook for Travellers on the Continent” supplies us 
with the following particulars respecting this city :— 

“Tts palace (Schloss), a lar ngly building, now converted into a 
Government House, was founded by Ottokar, King of Bohemia, after 
leading a crusade against the heathen Preussi, 1257, It afterwards 
became the residence of the Grand Masters of the Teutonic Order, and 
of the Dukes of Prussia, by whom the east front was built in 1532, the 
west in 1594, the south in 1551, It was the residence of the late King 
of Prussia, Frederick William IIL, and his Queen Louisa, when 
driven Napoleon’s arms from Berlin, In the Schlosskirche 
Frederick Elector of Brandenburg in 1701 placed the crown on his 
own head, assuming the title of Frederick I, King of Prussia. The 
tablets on the walls, covered with close-written lists of names, show 
how many brave men of the province lost their lives in the War of 
Liberation, in 1813. Above the church is a vast hall, 800ft. long, 
60 broad, and only 19 high, destitute of ornament, called Moskowitzer 
Saal, from the Muscovite Ambassadors of the Grand Dake Basilius,

THE VOLCANO OF DJEBEL-DuBBEH.—A letter from Captain

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THE Foreign Secretary has been féted at Newcastle, and duly 
complimented, nee sine lyré—for Thomas Moore's old “ remon- 
strance” was quoted in honour of his biographer—and the Earl 
was greeted with storms of plaudits, and even his family rela- 
tions with the late Bishop Villiers came in for note and plaudit. 
Nothing could have been more pleasant and festive. As for his 
Lordship’s own address, it was abundantly cautious, and the 
“rills” of eloquence, to which Mr, Moore ingeniously 
alludes in his double hydraulic metaphor, struggled very 
modestly into light. He took, of course, the Whig stereotype 
view of the functions of a Government; almost echoed the 
saying of Sydney Smith that Government means a stout constable, 
and utterly disclaimed any “ paternal ideas of the Continental 
order.” He reiterated his noninterference doctrines, but of 
course expressed sympathy with the cause of liberty, In 
reference to America, his fanguage upon which subject will be 
jealously examined on the other side of the sea, he described 
one side as contending for empire and the other for power— 
rather a safe platitude, and yet not a very happy one. The 
dictum, however, will have the merit which is supposed to 
attach to a sound judicial sentence—namely, that of disgusting 
both plaintiff and defendant. There was something obscure 
and shadowy in his allusion to the duty of England 
in regard to the American quarrel—it was certain that 
we ought not to interfere; and yet if we saw any means of 
ending the war we certainly should use them, Probably he was 
more explicit at the Cabinet Council of Wednesday. More. 
satisfactory, of course, was the Earl’s graceful reference to the 
old Reform days ; and his tribute to Lord Palmerston sounded 
very genial, though cynics may imagine that there was a drop 
of the old Russell bitters in the very defence of the Viscount— 
or rather the avoidance of defending him—against the charge of 
being too zealous for the interests of his country. Lord Russell 
was deemed to have held Lord Palmerston so much too zealous 
at one time as to make it necessary to have him taken in hand 
by the highest authority, and desired to send no despatches that 
had not been previously submitted to his colleagues, The Premier, 
of course, sends us foreign despatches now; but can he have 
been talking to any foreigners and making them understand 
that we are quite ready for any emergency? This would be a 
liberty ; but Lord Palmerston is like the man in the old story 
who said that he was a citizen of the world and was told that 
there could be no doubt of it, for he showed his “ freedom” 
wherever he went, The smallest utterances of great Earls must 
be narrowly watched, and if they wili be oracular they must not 
complain that the Delphic lines get wrongly scanned, Altogether, 
it may be said that the people of England are very glad that 
honour has been shown to an upright and honourable man, and 
that we have not learned much of Government views from the 
oration at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

“ Order reigns in Warsaw,” but it is the order that is kept by 
soldiers who bivouac in the public places of a city. Bussia 
has declared her Poland to be in a state of siege. “The nation 
in mourning,” as M. Montalembert writes, “ has been forbidden 
to mourn,” externally. The authorities prohibited the closing 
of shops on the Kosciusko anniversary, but, nevertheless, they 
were closed, and the people went to the churches and mourned 
in the midst of bayonets, Numerous arrésts were made, 
evidently with a view, not of punishing special offenders but, 
of striking general terror, as the captares included women and 
children, Cavalry charges have also been made upon the people, 
but, it is said, bloodlessly. While this agitation prevailed in one 
part of the Emperor's dominions, another form of excitement was 
manifested in the capital, the University being shut up, and the 
military being put into action with the students. Allowance 
made for the irritation of a Court that was receiving telegraphs 
such as were transmitted from Poland, it still seems that the 
Grand Duke was needlessly a’armed, and clamoured for an army

The complaints of the cowardice of the Home 
Guards in the Lexington affair are reiterated, and the surrender 
of the place would, it seems clear, have been delayed but for 
the conduct of these volunteers, The position, however, had 
become untenable, and there was no excuse for a further sacrifice 
of the lives of brave men, Why two of the Orleans Princes 
have been permitted to join in the struggle it is hard to say. 
“The smell of powder has drawn them in the right direction,” 
writes a Prince at home here; but the explanation is slightly 
vague, Even the North itself can hardly regard the act asa 
dignified one, the war being regarded in the Lincoln light of a 
great police demonstration, But there is, of course, an intention 
to make capital somehow, and it may be held that the supposed 
necessity of keeping a name upon the tongue of France has 
instigated a step which looks like a mistake. Only the New York 
Herald is delighted, because the enlistment of the Princes will, 
it is thought, be displeasing to the ‘ British aristocracy,” whose 
“ gold, lavished upon fanatic abolitionists, has got up the war” 
—such is the trash printed for American mobs. Be it added, 
that though this organ of public opinion is reasonably delighted 
at the enlisting of two real Princes, it adds a divertingly pathetic 
appeal to other officers not to be too proud to associate with cer- 
tain German Volunteer Colonels merely because they are also 
beershop-keepers, The Herald justly remarks that there is 
nothing dishonourable in selling beer Certainly not, if the beer 
is good ;—and what was Oliver Cromwell ?

space to go into the details of Mr. Newton's official communications 
on the subject addressed to Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, the Ambassador 
at Constantinople, and copies of which were forwarded to the Earl of 
Clarendon and the Earl of Malmesbury during their respective tenures 
of office as Secretaries for Foreign Affairs. It is fair to state, however, 
that Mr, Newton, previous to his going to the East, had been employed 
during twelve or thirteen years in the British Museum, where he not 
only acquired a great taste for ancient sculpture and a knowledge of 
the history of the principal works in it, but had es ven directed his 
attention to the long-debated question of the site of the tomb of Maurolus. 
It hap fortunately that Mr. Newton was subsequently appointed 
Vice-Consul at Mytilene, whence he had excellent opportunities of 
prosecuting his inquiries upon his favourite subject of study. Having 
at len gth discovered the spot, which accurately corresponded with the 
indications given by Pliny, upon a promontory stretching out into 
the Archigeees and, the necessary means having been placed 
at his disposal by the British vernment, he procured the 
aid of some sappers and miners at Malta, and at once com- 
menced his excavations, After considerable labour, and the 
removal of twelve houses built by Turkish peasants upon the site, 
a corner of the foundation was discovered, composed of green ragstone. 
On the eastern side were found the fragments of a Persian warrior, 
busts, and a t variety of fragments of columns of te Ionic order, 
and here and in other parts various other remains too numerous to be 
stated in detail. 

One very important matter settled by Mr. Newton’s discoveries was 
as to the plan of the tomb, about which there had been much discus- 
sion and many theories, based upon the scanty data left by Pliny. 
From a communication addressed to Lord Stratford de Redcliffe, dated 
April 3, 1857, it appears that the whole area anciently occupied by the 
building is a paraletogram, of which the western side measures 110ft. 
and the southern 126ft., the entire circumference being reckoned at 
472ft. The whole of this quadrangle is cut out of the native rock to 
depths varying from 2 to 16 ft. below the surface of the surrounding 
fields, the rock has failed at the sides the line of cutting is 
continued as a wall formed of large oblong blocks. The whole of the 
quadrangle within these lines has been paved with large flags of green- 
stone one foot thick. It is evident from this statement that the 
tomb itself, stated by Pliny to have been sixty-three feet in length from 
east to west, and somewhat shorter from north to south, was contained 
within a larger area, forming a court or precinct round it, and inclosed 
probably by an outer wail.

MISS NIGHTINGALE ON VOLUNTEERS. 
At a meeting of the Winslow and Buckingham Volunteers last week Sir 


Hacry Verney read the two following letters from Miss Nightingale. They 
will be found of great interest :— . 








HAMPSTEAD, Oct. 8. 

My dear Sir Harry,—I like to hear of your volunteers. I wish I could be 
wits you. But my heart is with you all. At the beginning of this year we 
bad 150,009 volunteers—and ly we hear, from the best military authori- 
ties, that they are capable or manceuvring and executing movements with 
xegular troops. To one who knows the stuff of which the Anglo-Saxon is made 
{no one knows him better than I do), this is not surprising. These volunteers 
ace of the same race with that handful of men who defended their trenches at 
S-tastopol—as the Greeks held the ition of Thermopyle—and who, when 
@ying of slow torture in hospital, drew their blankets over their heads and 
deed wichout a word, like the heroes of old. Thank God, our volunteers have 
zt to undergo these slow agonies in the defence of their country. But, I for 


home to our pevuple’s lives in the volunteers. 
#. country needs retempering sometimes.

I say no one 
bow geen the horrors of war as I have, yet I was glad to see the spirit of war 
aviaing in our volunteera. If both French and English statesmen have recorded, 
pon their own observation, that the most intelligent, the most welldoing, the 
most respectable, in the best sense of that word, in any French village or dis- 
trict, are always those returned from serving out their time on conscription ; 
204 if this is the case with those who have given a compulsory service for a 
Government which we English cannot fespect, what ought not the men to 
hocome who give a free service for a free country, like our volunteers? Say 
‘what men will, there is something more truly Christian in the man who gives 
his time, his strength, his life, if need be, for something not himself, whether 
be call it his Queen, his country, or his colours, than in all the aceticism, the 
foots, the humiliations, and confessions which have ever been made; and this 
sprit of giving one’s life, without calling it a sacrifice, is found nowhere 
ge truly a: in England. This is a spirit which animates our armies and 
@ct volunteers. But there must be more drill, more discipline, in the 
sense of teaching how orders are to be obeyed, more acting in concert 
t make our volunteers perfect, and our volunteers mean to be quite perfect. 
it io wonterful how much they have done already in precision. On the saddest 
Bight in all my life, two months ago, when my dear chief, Sidney Herbert, lay 
@ywg, and I knew that with him died much of the welfare of the Britis 
Army—he was, too, so proud, so justly proud, of his volunteers—on that night 
I tay listening to the bands of the volunteers as they came marching in suc- 
ecwively (it had been a review-day), and I said to myself the nation can never 
g> back which is capable of such a movement as this, not the spirt of an hour.

If I 
might venture to do so, I would gladly ask you to offer them from me a pair 
ef colours. Probably, however, they have them. If so, I can only offer them 
from the bottom of my heart the best wishes of one who has “ fought the good 
Sgt” for the Army seven years this very month without the intermission of

I should have thought it a presumption to write to the volunteers if not 
@rirei by you. My point, if there was one, was to tell them that one who 
bas seer. more than any man what a horrible thing war is, yet feels more than 
@iy man that the military spirit in a good cause, “ that of one’s country,” is 
the Gnest leaven which exists for the national spirit. I have known intimately 
t>e Sardinian soldier, the French soldier, the British soldier. The Sardinian 
‘was much better appointed than we were. The French were both more 
mmerous and more accustomed to war than we were, yet I have no hesitation 
ie saying that we had the better military spirit, the true volunteer spirit to 
eeicre hardship for our country’s sake. I remember a sergeant who, on 
Picket, the rest of the picket and himself battered about the head, 
mumbied back to camp, and on his way picked up a wounded man and 
Brought bim in on his shoulders to the lines, when he fell down insensible. 
Whe ., after many hours, h2 recovered his senses, I believe, after trepanning, 
his first words were to ask after his comrade, “Is he alive?” “Comrade, 
ir teed! yes, he's alive—it is the General.” At that moment the General, 
though badly wounded, appeared at the bedside. “Oh, General, it’s you, is 
#, [ brought in? I’m so glad, I didn’t know your honour. But, if ld 
known it was yon, I'd have saved you all the same.” This is the true soldier's 
spirit. Lastly, I would impress on the volunteers the necessity of drill, 
pra-tice exercise, and brigade movenients. Garibaldi’s volunteers did excellently 
® guerrilla movements; they failed before a fourth-rate regulararmy. We 
trust that our volunteers will never know what real war is; but they must 
make themselves a reputation to be feared by the enemy,in order not to see 
that enemy at thar own es.

Dvunineé the last three or four years the European Commission of the 
Danube has been carrying on engineering works to a considerable 
extent at the Sulina mouth for the purpose of deepening the bax 
channel which before the nomination of the Commission was of a 
slight a depth as to hinder all but small vessels from entering the 
river. These works, desi and executed by Mr, Charles A. Hartley, 
engi -in-chief to the Commission, were brought to a close by 
— of August. Of their success it need only be said that whereas im 
former times the depth over the bar varied from 7} to 10it., there = 
now an excellent channel of-i7ft., allowing vessels of considerable 
tonnage to enter the port, which has thus become a harbour of refuge 
at a point on the coast that three years ago was the most dangerous 
on the western shore of the Black Sea. 

In celebration of the successful termination of these works the com- 
missioners, who represent the seven different Powers that signed the 
Treaty of ~~ gave a féte toa number of the principal authe- 
rities, persons of distinction, and merchants residing in the Principalities 
and neighbouring districts.

THE PROGRESS OF EDUCATION. 

After some introductory remarks his Lordship thus spoke on the subject of | 
education and its progress :— 

“‘ There is nothing, perhaps, more remarkable in the progress of the country 
than the advance which of lave years has been made in the diffusion and in the 
quality of education. The advance which England hasmade in population, in | 
wealth, and in everything which constitutes, in common epinion, the greatness 
of a country, is well known, and is most extraordinary; but we should 
indeed have been wanting in our duty as a nation if we had not accompanied 
that progress in wealth and population by a corresponding in the 
development of the intellectual faculties of the country ; Southampton, 
which equals in the rapidity of its both as to numbers and wealth, 
almost any tewn in the kingdom, has wn, I think, that it has kept pace 
with the advance of the country in its intellectual development as well as in 
its material prosperity. And in it is satisfactory to see that of those who 

receive certificates of their attainm 


others requires the strongest and most persevering application of the faculties of 
the mind—I mean in mathematical studies. And, considering how near we are to | 
the sea, and how much navigation must tend to the prosperity of Southampton, | 
it is pleasing to s-e that so many of the rising generation have directed their | 
minds to the attainment of distinction in mathematical science. The ad- | 
vancement of education has for many years past been an object of most earnest 
and persevering solicitude to almost all men who have risen to eminence in | 
this country. We are glad to see that the Universities have started forth in | 
that honourable career; and as my hon. friend who moved the resolution ob- 
served, it is peculiarly gratifying to me, a member of the University of Cam- | 
bridge, to be permitted to distribute certificates arising out of the examination 
of the sister University of Oxford. There was a time, long now gone by, when 
envious critics who wished to run down the Universities of the land said that 
they might be likened to hulks moored in a rapid current, which served only to 
mark the rapidity of the stream which hourly passed them by and left them 
far behind. That has long since ceased to be a true representation of the 
Universities. They have improved, like all other institutions, in the course, 
object, and direction of their studies, and they can now vie with any academical 
institutions to be found in any civilised country in the world.” 
CoMPETITIVE EXAMINATIONS.—CRAMMING, 

Lord Palmerston then turned to the particular theme suggested by thechief 
ceremony of the day—competitive examination—as follows :— 

Objections have been made to the system of competitive examinations. 
Some people say that it leads to a systera of cramming ; and itis often the case 
that when mankind seize upon a word they imagine that word to be an argu- 
ment, and they go about Le it, thinking they have arrived at some 
great and irresistible conclusion. When they say “cramming,” they think 
they have utterly discredited the system to which they apply t word ; but 
these men imagine that the human mind is like a bottle, and that when you | 
have filled it with anything, you can pour that out, and itremains empty as it | 
was before. That, however, is not the nature of the human mind. A boy 
who is crammed, as it is said, has, in point of fact, learnt a deal, and 
that learning has accomplished two objects. First of all, the faculties of his 
mind are exercised in being crammed ; and in the next place there remains in 
his mind a great portion of the knowledge so acquired, which forms the basis, 
probably, of future attainments in different branches of humanknowledge. 
Therefore let no man run away with the notion that this competitive 
examination is not of great and infinite value because men are found who 
instruct candidates for competition in those branches of knowledge with 
regard te which examination is to take place, “Depend upon it that the boy 
who is examined successfully not only succeeds in the examination for which 
he is prepared, but is from that time forward a more intellectual and better- 
informed young man, and more to push forward the know! which 
by that cramming he has acquired. Well, another objection is It is 
said you are teaching young men a pap Bh we f of things that are of no use 
to them in the career which they are to pursue, and that you are 
pandering to their vanity by making them believe that they are wiser than 
they really are, Those objections are also, in my opinion, utterly futile ; for 
as to vanity and conceit, the most vain and ited are those who know least.

military shows in Bologna is the lofty and roomy promenace ot the Montar 
gnola; but, as on this oceasion the whole of the 4th Corps of the Italian Army 
and the National Guard of the town would muster up a force of no less than 
25,000 men, it was found necessary to adjourn the solemnity to a spot present- 
ing the advantage of almost boundless space.
